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Former CVS Pharmacist Seeks 
Leniency for al-Qaeda Aid 


Judge to punish Cypress resident tied to terrorism plot against U.S. soldiers

Los Angeles CVS pharmacist 
A: tried to aid al-Qaeda and 

Taliban mujahedeen operations 
against American soldiers in Afghani- 
stan, only to be caught by the FBI 
because of sloppy secret-agent moves, 
has a message for U.S. District Court 
Judge Josephine Staton Tucker: “Please 
forgive me for my actions.” 

Tucker is scheduled next week at the 
Ronald Reagan Federal Courthouse to 
punish Orange County resident Oytun 
Ayse Mihalik, 38, a Turkey native who 
used a fake, Americanized name, 
Cindy Palmer, in her efforts to sup- 
ply more than $4,000 to Islamic 
terrorists in 2010 and 2011. The U.S. 
government is seeking a 12-year 
prison trip for Mihalik. She is hop- 
ing for a whopping 10-year reduc- 
tion. If she wins her argument, 
she could be set free in about six 
months, as she has been in the cus- 
tody of U.S. marshals for 18 months. 

From the perspective of her 
defense lawyers, Mihalik deserves 
a significant downward departure 
from federal sentencing guidelines. They 
say that except for a brief, “tumultu- 
ous period,” she has led “an extremely 
law-abiding life” and was “not singularly 
motivated” to aid terrorists 
through “a passionate radical 
ideology,” according to court 
records. They describe her as 
nonviolent, well-educated and a onetime 
horseback-riding devotee. Her pro-al- 
Qaeda moves resulted from “a confused 
and conflicted mental state” caused by 
her troubled marriage, her brother’s 
pilgrimage to Pakistan, her 69-year-old 
mother’s chronic cough and a miscar- 
riage. They also claim their client was 
“easy prey” for al-Qaeda operatives’ “dra- 
matic and emotional use” of the Koran to 
manipulate her mindset. 

“Ms. Mihalik never attended any 
terrorist-training camp,” Van Nuys-based 
criminal defense lawyer Alan Eisner told 
the judge last year. “Ms. Mihalik was 
never privy to any specific terrorism plot. 
Ms. Mihalik never offered any plan or 
advice for any terrorist attack.” 

FBI agents and federal prosecutors 
hold a more sinister view of the defen- 
dant, who has been residing legally in 
the U.S. because of a marriage to an 
American. After returning from a 2010 


trip to Turkey, she voiced anti-American 
sentiments to her husband, who was so 
frightened he secretly contacted Home- 
land Security officials. He reported that 
she told him, “If I have to kill people for 
Allah, I will,” and that she called taking a 
citizenship oath to the U.S. “a blasphemy.” 
Mihalik was unaware that on-the-ball 
U.S. agents had copied her laptop files 
when she’d landed at Los Angeles Inter- 
national Airport (LAX). They found that 
she had saved “The Al Qaeda Manual” as 
a “favorite” Internet Explorer tab and had 
viewed information pertaining to the book 
The Mind of the Terrorist. After activating 
the computer’s online “privacy” mode, 
she searched for “true jihad” and “Jihad 


in Afghanistan.” Agents also determined 
that she studied the pro-al-Qaeda manual 
repeatedly during her flight to LAX. 
Rather than reading terrorist manuals 

for training purposes, Mihalik claims she 
viewed the information only in an effort 
to understand her brother’s commitment 
to radical Islam. 

But, according to a Feb. 8 brief filed by 
Assistant United States Attorney Judith 
A. Heinz, Mihalik—a Cypress resident 
who worked at a Norwalk CVS pharmacy 
for more than $59 per hour and got her 
education thanks to sponsorship from 
Walgreens—knowingly tried to avoid 
detection by using a fake name to make 
three separate payments to “Allah’s Sol- 
diers” in Pakistan via Western Union at 
a Ralphs grocery store: $750 on Dec. 21, 
2010; $600 on Dec. 29, 2010; and $700 on 
Jan. 11, 2011. Though the total amount of 
the wired funds doesn’t seem monumen- 
tal, Heinz describes the $2,050 as enough 


to fund a single al-Qaeda operation 
against U.S. soldiers. The government has 
redacted huge portions of the files in the 
case by citing protection of national secu- 
rity methods, but it seems likely given the 
contents of captured emails—communica- 
tions that cryptically mention a car and 
contain the words “infidels,” “jihad” and 
“mujadeen”—that the money may have 
been intended for a car bomb attack. 
(An FBI report also claims that 
Mihalik, who obtained a mas- 
ter’s degree in pharmaceutical 
marketing and health-care 
administration from Long 
Island University in 2002, 
convinced her father in Tur- 
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key to make an April 2011 payment of 
$2,000 to al-Qaeda.) 

In August 2011, Mihalik tried to leave 
the U.S. at LAX with a one-way ticket 
to Istanbul—the day after FBI agents 
questioned her about the transactions. 
Following her airport arrest, she con- 
fessed during an Irvine interrogation to 
harboring anti-American feelings. “She 
stated repeatedly and with great convic- 
tion that she sent the money to [al-Qaeda 
operative] Ebu Yasir, knowing that he 
intended to use it for mujahedin opera- 
tions against United States military forces 
in the Afghanistan/Pakistan region,” 
wrote Heinz. “[She believed that] sending 
money to [the terrorist] was right because 
it would keep her in Allah’s good graces.” 

In fact, an FBI report claims Mihalik 
told agents “sending the money made her 
feel good inside” and expressed contempt 
that they’d been able to electronically 
trace her moves. 
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Defense lawyers initially fought the 
charges and mocked the government’s use 
of secret evidence in the case. “The gov- 
ernment has not proffered any evidence 
that [our client’s] conduct involved any 


intelligence that, if revealed, would be a 
threat to the United States,” they argued, 
calling her ties to al-Qaeda “extremely 
limited.” Last August, however, she 
dropped the fight and signed a 
guilty plea. 
In February, Mihalik told 
Judge Tucker that she was 
“ashamed” of her conduct and 
viewed the Sept. 11, 2001, ter- 
rorist attacks on New York and 
Washington, D.C., as “the heinous 
act of evil-minded” people. 
“T am deeply sorry,” Mihalik 
wrote to Tucker. “I love the United 
States of America and consider 
it my home country since this 
country allowed me to achieve 
all my career and personal goals, 
widened my perspective in 
life to appreciate freedom, 
equality and liberty. I have 
admiration of the system [in 
which] people from all over the 
world with different backgrounds 
and traditions live in peace and 
harmony. I realize my American 
dream has been ruined.... 
Looking back at my conduct 
and recounting the events, I 
can clearly see how disturbed I 
was emotionally.” 

In their quest for 
leniency, Mihalik’s 
lawyers assert that 
she is “no risk” to the 

U.S. now and noted that other terrorism- 
related criminals have won punishment 
below federal guidelines, including 
Osama bin Laden’s personal assistant, a 
Holy Land Foundation activist, a funder 
of Hamas and two Earth Liberation 
Front members. 

Heinz isn’t swayed, calling the defen- 
dant’s request for a relatively light pun- 
ishment “not justified.” I would explain 
her position fully if I could. However, she 
redacted nearly 100 lines from her sen- 
tencing memorandum. 

Whatever prison sentence Tucker ren- 
ders on March 29, one portion of the pun- 
ishment is already known: When Mihalik 
eventually emerges from her prison stint, 
she'll be deported back to Turkey. Accord- 
ing to her plea deal, she will be allowed 
to return to the U.S. under one condition: 
She obtains written permission from 
high-ranking, national-security officials.

bearded, long-haired, middle-aged 
man in plaid Bermuda shorts, 
white V-neck tee, brown bath 
robe, jelly sandals and dark shades 
walks up to a grocery store’s 
refrigerated aisle, opens up a carton of milk and 
takes a swig before using a check for 59 cents to 
pay for the product in the checkout line. 
Despite the Stranger’s Old West-y praise 
and the lazy “Tumblin’ Tumbleweeds” song 
being layered over those introductory visuals 
of The Dude, many believed they were watch- 
ing a loser. The dim view would only change 
for some by the end credits of Joel and Ethan 
Coen’s 1998 motion picture. But with that very 
first sequence, I was mesmerized and had 
begun to form my go-to answer when people 
ask what I think of The Dude: 
“T want to be him when I grow up.” 
It was 15 years ago when I saw The Dude for 
the first time. I was 37. 
The nickname of the fictional Jeffrey Leb- 
owski played by the non-fictional Jeff Bridges, 
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THE DUDE: 
ZEN AND NOW 


OR HOW | LEARNED TOLIVE WITHA

The Dude would prove over 117 minutes to 

be, as Jenny M. Jones writes in The Big Leb- 
owski: An Illustrated, Annotated History of the 
Greatest Cult Film of All Time (Voyageur Press, 
2012), “this disheveled, foul-mouthed, paunchy 
layabout.” He smoked too much pot, drank 
too many White Russians (which he called 
Caucasians) and actually, when you think back 
on it, was a would-be thief because he got it 

in his head (thanks to John Goodman’s earth 
scorcher Walter Sobchak) that stealing a $1 
million ransom was legitimate compensation 
for thugs pissing on his rug. 

Although, to be fair, the rug did tie the 
room together. 

My undying love was not shared by oth- 
ers on March 6, 1998, when The Big Lebowski 
opened, finishing sixth at the box office. Chi- 
cago film critic Gene Siskel said in particular of 
The Dude, “The Jeff Bridges character wasn’t 
worth my time. There’s no heart to him.” 

But The Big Lebowski (Siskel: “The Big Leb- 
owski? A big disappointment”) would go on to 
amass a cult following long before live stream- 
ing, play in midnight movie slots previously 
occupied by The Rocky Horror Picture Show 
and spawn the Lebowski Fest, which origi- 
nated in Louisville, Kentucky, 12 years ago and 
continues annually there and in cities around 
the globe. The blowout returns to Southern 
California this month, with a screening party 
March 22 at Saban Theatre in Beverly Hills, 
followed March 23 by a bowling celebration at 
Fountain Bowl in Fountain Valley. Hundreds of 
“Achievers,” many dressed as characters in the 
flick, are expected. 

That devotion is due in no small part to The 
Dude, whom I could personally praise for the 
next 3,204 words of this story were it not for 
a student at Madison University in Harrison- 
burg, Virginia, having already done so much 
more succinctly. Asked by a professor what’s so 
desirable about The Dude, the student wrote, 
“He doesn’t stand for what everybody thinks 
he should stand for, but he has his values. He 
just does it. He lives in a very disjointed soci- 
ety, but he’s gonna take things as they come, 
he’s gonna care about his friends, he’s gonna go 
to somebody’s recital, and that’s it. That’s how 
you respond.” 


WHEN | PITCHED this cover story to my 
editors, I said I wanted to explore my per- 
sonal relationship with The Dude, what it 
was that made me fall hard for him. After 
all, despite my advanced age in Weekly years, 
I’m too young to have been from the hippie 
tribe that prompted Eric Cartman to com- 
plain that “all they do is smoke pot and smell 
bad.” However, The Dude referring to a rich 
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man as “human paraquat”—a reference to the 
pesticide the U.S. lobbied Mexico to spray on 
marijuana fields in the late 1970s and one of 
the few improvised lines in the flick—is in my 
life-experience wheelhouse. 

While better understanding The Dude and 
me, the hope is to also get at why a bunch of 
drunks meet every year to raise their White 
Russians to someone who does not exist. As 
I would soon discover, understanding Dude 
devotion is a well-worn pursuit. That student 
assessment above is included in, no shit, aca- 
demic research on The Big Lebowski. 

Indiana University Press in 2009 released 
The Year’s Work in Lebowski Studies, based 
on essays with such titles as “The Dude and 
the New Left,” “A Once and Future Dude: The 
Big Lebowski as Medieval Grail Quest,” “No 
Literal Connection: Mass Commodification, 
U.S. Militarism, and the Oil Industry in The 
Big Lebowski,” and “Holding Out Hope for the 
Creedence: Music and the Search for the Real 
Thing in The Big Lebowski.” Those essays and 
many, many more—including those that didn’t 
make it into the book—were submitted to the 
university by professors around the country. 

Meanwhile, you can find a Barnes & Noble 
shelf filled with books that aim to get at the 
essence of The Dude. These include The 
Dude De Ching, The Tao of The Dude, Abide 
Guide: Living Like Lebowski, The Dude Abides: 
The Gospel According to the Coen Brothers, 
and even one by Jeff Bridges and co-author 
Bernie Glassman that came out in January 
from Blue Ridge Press titled The Dude and 
the Zen Master. 

To herald the 15th anniversary of The Big 
Lebowski, which is a quintessential Los Ange- 
les story, OC Weekly’s sistah paper LA Weekly 
ran a package of “Happy Birthday, Dude” 
stories, including a piece by Nicholas Pell 
titled “The Dude’s Johnson” that argued that 
Bridges’ Jeffrey Lebowski represented a func- 
tioning penis while the other Jeffrey Lebowski, 
the titular Big Lebowski played by David Hud- 
dleston, represented a flaccid member. This 
had to do with the millionaire Lebowski show- 
ing off power but being unable to satisfy his 
much-younger, porn-star wife played by Tara 
Reid. The Dude Lebowski, meanwhile, was 
alternately hard and soft. 

Pell’s thesis took me back to Brian Gibson’s 
August 2011 SideVue article, “Citizen Dude,” 
which found the motion picture folds into a 
Coen Brothers’ oeuvre (The Man Who Wasn’t 
There; O Brother, Where Art Thou?; No Country 
for Old Men; A Serious Man) in which man- 
hood is the main focus. Gibson suggests The 
Dude referring to himself as a “private dick,”

Though it becomes 
apparent the wrong Lebowski has been 
jacked, a thug pisses on a throw rug on 
the way out. 

Talking this over later with his bowling 
pals Walter, an overamped Vietnam vet, 
and Donny, a blank slate, it is decided The 
Dude must seek compensation for his 
soiled rug from the other Lebowski, who 
turns out to be a wheelchair-bound mil- 
lionaire. Confronted at his estate, the big

Lebowski refuses to fork over any money, 
so The Dude takes an expensive rug with 
him on the way out, stopping by to say 
hello to the rich guy’s much-younger 
wife, Bunny, who is in a bikini and paint- 
ing her toenails by the pool. 

The big Lebowski later calls The Dude 
because someone has kidnapped Bunny, 
and the millionaire wants the slacker to 
deliver the ransom money so it can be 
confirmed whether the kidnappers are 
the same thugs who’d earlier visited The 
Dude’s apartment. Later, different thugs, 
who are Nihilists with a marmot, knock 
The Dude unconscious in his apartment 
and leave with the new rug. Walter comes 
up with a plan to give the kidnappers a 


different suitcase from the one filled with 
the ransom. But then someone steals The 
Dude’s car with the suitcase inside. 

The ’90s noir gets even more compli- 
cated thanks to a sadistic pornographer, 
an angry heiress, a “pederast” bowler, the 
“inner-city children of promise” known 
as Urban Achievers and trippy dream 
sequences. But in the end, the Stranger 
takes comfort that “The Dude abides.” 


WILL RUSSELL HAS a breezy drawl 
as he talks on the phone from his home 
in Louisville about the Lebowski Fest he 
co-founded in 2002, which spawned the 
fan book I’m a Lebowski, You’re a Leb- 
owski: Life, The Big Lebowski, and What- 
Have-You he co-wrote with fest partners 
Bill Green, Scott Shuffitt and Ben Peskoe, 
as well as Eddie Chung’s 2009 docu- 
mentary, The Achievers: The Story of the 
Lebowski Fans. 

Actually, Russell seemed happy to be 
taking a break from his current task. 
“The goons at TMZ” had just “harassed” 
Sam Elliott, The Big Lebowski’s Stranger, 
in a parking lot, asking in ambush- 
interview style why he was not attending 
Lebowski Fest in LA. “I wasn’t invited,” 
the veteran actor replied. That prompted 
Russell to contact Elliott’s publicist to 
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extend the invitation, which was met 
with interest... but only if Jeff Bridges 
attended. So after my call, Russell would 
be reaching out to the actor who played 
The Dude in hopes of landing the actor 
who played the Stranger. 

Russell organized the first Lebowski 
Fest by putting up fliers in Louisville 
bars. “We did it as a joke at a rundown 
bowling alley that was Baptist-run,” Rus- 
sell says. “There was a sign up that said, 
‘No drinking, no cussing.’ It was a place 
for Christian fellowship, so we thought 
maybe 20 of our friends might show up. 
Much to our delight, 150 people showed 
up, some from as far away as Tucson, Ari- 
zona, and Buffalo, New York. We knew 
we were on to something.” 


“an asshole like Walter. The Dude can 
tolerate where other people can’t. And I 
think Walter needs a laidback friend.” 

Achievers let their Lebowski freak 
flags fly through costume, trivia, and 
hardest- and farthest-traveled contests. 
A band play before the first night’s film 
screening, but Russell claims, “The 
bowling part is really the more fun of 
the two parties. 

“The bowling party is more about 
becoming the movie,” he adds. “It’s kind 
of where the world of Lebowski comes to 
life, a living and breathing Big Lebowski 
that is just as unpredictable and fun and 
weird as the movie. You’ll have Nihilists 
running around with marmots, as well 
as lots of guys in bathrobes drinking 
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I’m too young to have been from the hippie tribe 
that prompted Eric Cartman to complain that “all 
they do is smoke pot and smell bad.” 
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It was then decided the next Lebowski 
Fest would be at a bowling alley that did 
allow drinking and cussing. Word of the 
annual gatherings “somehow got picked 
up by SPIN magazine as part of its sum- 
mer-events guide next to giant festivals 
such as Lollapalooza,” recalled Russell, 
who says that brought 1,200 “Achievers” 
out. “Ever since then, it’s become a phe- 
nomenon. It has its own life.” 

Asked if it was the movie’s story (and 
quotable dialogue) or the essence of 
The Dude character that lights a fire 
in so many Achievers, Russell first said 
that was a difficult question before 
deciding that both probably inform 
fanatics. He believes people love The 
Dude because “he’s an anti-hero, anti- 
capitalist who is happy just to take a 
bubble bath. He is genuinely a nice guy, 
laidback and cool.” 

Russell figures folks also appreciate 
The Dude being accepting of everyone (so 
long as they don’t piss on his rug), even 


White Russians. It’s a good time. It’s a 
legitimate, renegade, DIY, organic festi- 
val. It’s cult culture.” 

Organizers prefer “traditional bowl- 
ing alleys,” Russell says, over those 
newer versions you'll find at places such 
as GardenWalk in Anaheim, the Outlets 
at Orange or the Pike in Long Beach. 
“They were built to be partied in,” he 
says of the old warhorses. “You can’t 
really hurt a bowling alley. We’ve had 
more than 50 festivals in the U.S. and 
overseas—they have been crazy parties, 
but after all of them, the bowling alleys 
have been left standing.” 

That’s not the only reason Fountain 
Bowl was chosen for this year’s post-Leb- 
owski Fest bowling celebration. It turns 
out the Fountain Valley venue has a Big 
Lebowski connection.

Bridges and Glassman book The Dude and 
the Zen Master: 


JEFF: We’re making the movie The Big 
Lebowski, and everyone who’s seen the 
movie knows that The Dude and Walter 
dig bowling, right? Now, I’ve bowled a 
little bit in the past, but I’m not an expert 
like The Dude. So the Coen brothers hire 
a master bowler to teach John Goodman, 
Steve Buscemi and me how to bowl. 


Later: 


It seems that years ago [the master 
bowler] tried to bowl like in the book Zen 
in the Art of Archery. That book teaches 
the student to completely let go of his ego 
in order to hit the bull’s-eye. If the mind is 
settled and clear, the pins are practically 
down before the bowler cocks his hand 
back to throw the ball. 

Unfortunately, trying to settle and clear 
the mind actually made things worse, not 
better, for the master bowler, as Bridges 
tells it. 

Things got so bad he couldn’t throw the 
ball at all. He would not release it from his 
hand because he couldn’t get into the right 
mind-set. Finally, he went to a shrink, and 
they worked it out. 

“So what do you do now?” I ask him. 

“I just throw the fucking ball! I 
don’t think.” 


MEET THE MASTER bowler, Barry 
Asher, who owns the Fountain Bow] pro 
shop Champions Bowling & Embroidery. 
Not only was he the bowling technical 
adviser on The Big Lebowski, but he is 
also the last person to appear on camera 
before the end credits roll. 

Sitting on the other side of Asher’s 
desk at Fountain Bow], I begin retelling 
Bridges’ master bowler story, but I think 
the word “zen” kind of freaks him out 
because first he shakes “no” about his 
being the bowler, then he says it must’ve 
been someone else. Finally, when I tell 
the part about the bowler having had to 
see a sports psychologist, Asher sheep- 
ishly admits, “Yeah, I’ve talked about that 
with Jeff.” 

He adds it took two full years for him 
to return to the form that led him to be 
inducted into the Professional Bowlers 
Association Hall of Fame as one of the 
top 50 bowlers of all time. A black com- 
memorative ball honoring that achieve- 
ment is in the middle of his shop, with a 
picture on the orb that shows him with a 
full head of hair. On a nearby wall is a still 
of him from the end of The Big Lebowski, 
bald by then but still maintaining that 
classic bowling delivery stance as all 10 
pins scatter. 

Asher looks to me as if he’s in pretty 
damn good shape now. “At my age, I have 
no fear that I can throw as well as the 
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kids,” he says. “I can’t beat them, but... 
actually, I do beat them sometimes.” 

He was already living in Costa Mesa 
when he was contacted by the Coen 
Brothers’ production team about teach- 
ing actors how to bowl. He’d worked with 
Michael J. Fox in the 1994 movie Greedy 
and was known in Hollywood because his 
father had been in the business, first as a 
film director and then, because he wanted 
to make more money, a prop manager. “I 
was on sets all the time until my dad died 
when I was 11: Lassie, Abbott and Costello, 
just about any half-hour show.” 

Through Asher’s teens, he rolled at the 
Hollywood Star lanes on Santa Monica 
Boulevard that would later become The 
Dude’s alley in The Big Lebowski. 

“Oh, the stories I could tell you about 
that place,” Asher mentions. 

Involving Hollywood actors? 

“No, cocktail waitresses.” 

He worked with Bridges, Goodman and 
Buscemi once or twice a week, teaching 
them bowling, and then was on the set 
with them for the 10 days those scenes 
were being shot. 

“Jeff didn’t want to bowl,” Asher 
recalled. “He said he wanted to watch me. 
He said, ‘You bow] like The Dude would.’” 

You may think you see The Dude bow]- 
ing in the picture, but Bridges is never 
actually seen rolling. “He didn’t throw the 
ball the whole time we were there,” says 
the master bowler. 

Buscemi turned out to be a pretty good 
bowler, and Goodman could hold his own, 
although Asher says he found the large- 
framed actor a bit stand-offish at first. 
They eventually bonded when Good- 
man discovered Asher was also raising a 
5-year-old at the time. 

John Turturro, who Asher identified 
by moving his arms and hands like Jesus 
Quintana does in the famous scene set to 
the Gypsy Kings’ rendition of “Hotel Cali- 
fornia,” was “in and out” for his cameo. The 
actor who plays Liam, a Quintana teammate 
seen frantically buffing a ball, is one of Ash- 
er’s bowling buddies, James Hoosier, who is 
attending both days of Lebowski Fest 2013. 

But Asher is the bowler who opens the 
long final scene throwing one strike as the 
camera pulls up to The Dude in the fore- 
ground ordering a couple of beers. After 
the famous “The Dude abides” exchange 
with the Stranger, the camera returns to 
Asher rolling a second strike before pan- 
ning up and out of the alley. “The lanes 
were easy,” confides Asher, who credited 
the guy seen in the film oiling the lanes 
with being a bona-fide expert at making 
the hardwood easier for rollers. Any pro 
who saw that scene knew right away it 
was Asher, something he knows because 
he heard from just about all of them. 

As with everyone involved, Asher was 
disappointed by the movie’s initial recep- 
tion, but something said by the bit actor 
who played (spoiler alert!) Saddam Hussein 
trying on rental shoes always stuck with the 
master bowler. “He said he saw the Coen 
Brothers’ script and offered to work for free. 
He knew it would become a cult classic.” 

Asher recalls being enlisted years later 
to appear on a USA network reality show 
in which he would teach a guy to bowl 
before the fellow went home to take on 
his father and brother, who were avid 
bowlers. Later asked by someone with 
the production how he’d gotten the gig, 
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Asher mentioned he’d been the technical 
adviser on The Big Lebowski, which gave 
him “instant credibility. I was in, a god.” 

He most recently worked in Los Ange- 
les on the pilot of a television show that 
he said had producers spending an awful 
lot of money. 

The master bowler doesn’t suspect that 
one will abide. 


SIPPING A CAUCASIAN alone at 

the far end of Fountain Bowl after leav- 
ing Asher’s shop, I spy a guy with the 
most unusual bowling style I have ever 
seen. His arm is wrapped around the ball 
snake-like, cradling the 14-pounder in the 
pocket formed by the opposite end of his 
elbow. As his bored companion watches 
from the scorer’s table, he sort of vault- 
spins the globe down the lane, and at least 
twice, it curves to pick up splits. Later, 
he’s employing the same unusual style, 
and I see him toss at least two gutter balls 
to leave all 10 pins standing. Such is life. 

A white-haired lefty with a more fluid 
style makes a strike on the other end of 
the alley. A few lanes over from him, a 
young dad, his boy and his girl, who does 
not appear to be of school age yet, are 
intently examining their score card. A 
bunch of teens right behind me seems 
more interested in provoking laughter 
than picking up spares. 

It’s late afternoon, and you’d think 
you were in Irvine by the way every age 
and race seems to be represented. Some 
guys with their work ties on are picking 
up rental shoes; a fellow with a beard as 
unkempt as The Dude’s has on a fiery-red 
bowling shirt as he orders from the bar. 
Males only slightly outnumber females. 
Typing notes for this story on my laptop 
(Fountain Bowl has free wireless!), I look 
up at one point to see Asher instructing a 
boy who appears to be about 12. 

I may be a cynical old bastard, but look- 
ing around gave me a warm feeling. It 
probably would have for The Dude, too. 

Sadly, bowling is as out of fashion as 
The Dude is these days. Asher had told 
me earlier the problem is his industry 
“doesn’t think outside the box.” He says 
he pushed to have Fountain Bowl host 
Lebowski Fest because something, any- 
thing must draw in new rollers if the 
sport is to survive. 

“T hope this thing isn’t a big cluster- 
fuck,” he’d said. “I want these people 
to come back. Maybe word will get out. 
Leagues don’t do it. Open bowling doesn’t 
do it. Lucky Strikes isn’t doing it.” 

He’ll make copies of that movie produc- 
tion still hanging on his shop wall to auto- 
graph for Achievers. Looking at Lebowski 
Fests past, you get the sense those folks 
will have a helluva good time whether 
Fountain Bow] is left standing or not. 

For the sake of Dudes like me every- 
where, perish the thought.

Wake-Up Call 


Four Sea Restaurant in Irvine serves Chinese 
early-morning staples—like, really early

ave you ever bitten into pickled 
el mustard greens at 6:30 in the 

morning? Let me tell you: It’s 
exhilarating. Orange juice has nothing 
on the gentle pungency this jade-green 
condiment possesses. Its purpose is the 
same as sauerkraut, but without the over- 
powering mouth-puckering sourness, yet 
it’s still punchy enough to be a buzzing 
alarm clock in your mouth. You’ll find it 
stuffed in a lot of things at the new Four 
Sea Restaurant in Irvine, but especially in 
a sandwich made from a flap of steamed- 
bun bread with a slice of fatty pork and 
a smear of coarsely ground sweetened 
peanuts. Momofuku’s David Chang was 
probably inspired by such a sandwich 
when he created his now ubiquitously 
copied signature dish, but he doesn’t use 
mustard greens—a shame because Four 
Sea’s rendition makes you want more the 
following morning. 

The ingredient is just one of the essen- 
tial components from an array of Chinese 
breakfast items in which Four Sea spe- 
cializes. This ain’t dim sum, some long, 
fancy, elaborate sit-down feast that you 
enjoy leisurely on weekend mornings 
when you have time to kill. The fare Four 
Sea offers is more typical of an everyday 
morning meal in China, food sold and 
consumed in the same vein we Americans 
have Egg McMuffins and jelly doughnuts. 
These are bites usually cheap and often 
starchy, things doughy and deep-fried, 
baked and steamed, wrapped in omelets, 
embellished by maybe a little meat, all of

it designed to stuff the belly for not much 
more than pocket change. 

Before you try that sandwich I men- 
tioned, you must order the thing every- 
one gets: the dogbone-shaped, golden, 
deep-fried cruller called you tiao and hot 
soy milk. This pairing is the doughnuts 
and coffee—the cereal and milk, if you 
will—of the Chinese breakfast repertoire. 
You can eat it however you want: Either 
dunk the crullers—crispy billy clubs 
with nothing inside but air pockets—into 
the thin liquid, or tear them up and toss 
them into the bowl, or alternate between 
slurping the bland tofu-ness of the milk 
and getting your fingers greasy from the 
pastry, which are called “oil sticks” for a 
reason. When you’re ready to advance to 
something more elaborate (and tastier), 
order what’s simply described as “salty 
soy milk,” with the crullers already cut 
up into pieces and swimming in a brew 
spiked with soy sauce, scallions and other 
savories. You’ll swear it’s a real, honest- 
to-goodness soup, the furthest thing from 
the stuff sold in cartons labeled as Silk. 
The best part is those crullers: Soaked 
and soggy, they attain the texture of 
something meat-like, transforming the 
bowl into a solid meal. 

As at other Chinese breakfast purvey- 
ors, Four Sea’s crullers are multitask- 
ing workhorses. They’re wrapped with 
a membrane-thin tortilla and freshly 
cooked omelet, then cut into chopstick- 
ready segments. In another dish, the 
cruller joins pickled mustard greens

inside a plastic-wrapped “sticky rice 
roll,” a sushi-burrito hybrid as lengthy 

as asub, embedded as the crunch com- 
ponent along with egg and some sung 
(dried, fluffy pork meat spun into the 
consistency of cotton candy). If you’re 
still in need of something dim sum-like, 
Four Sea does a very decent rendition of 
juicy pork dumplings simply described as 
“steamed buns.” An order consists of 10 
pork-and-broth-filled purses, their tops 
meticulously crimped into tiny pleats. 
The skin is the thinnest, most delicate 

of any xiao long bao I’ve had in Orange 
County and the nearest any restaurant 
has gotten to matching the benchmark at 
Arcadia’s legendary Din Tai Fung. 

Among the other 60 items on the menu, 
there are pot stickers; fried leek pockets 
that resemble Taco Bell’s Crunchwrap 
Supremes; and diminutive, flaky-crusted 
pastries hiding red bean, egg yolk and 
other fillings. When you see something 
described as “curdled soy milk,” expect 
silken tofu served jiggling and pristinely 
smooth in a wide-brimmed bow] floating 
in a dark, gingery sugar syrup that almost 
makes it flan-like in appearance. And just 
in case you’re no stranger to the Four Sea 
locations in Hacienda Heights and San 
Gabriel, know that the Irvine store is so 
clean and spotless compared to those 
dingy, barely lit hovels that it looks like 
it was teleported here from a far-distant 
utopian future. The customer base is sim- 
ilar, though: typically older folks, people 
who can actually get up early enough to 
get breakfast, most of whom you'll hear 
slurping soy milk but barely see, since 
their faces are always hidden behind old- 
fangled newspapers.

he low-slung building on the corner 

of Olive and Westminster streets 
in Westminster has been a graveyard 
for restaurants over the past decade. 
Let's see if | remember them all—there 
was the Arab eatery, a Vietnamese 
vegan spot, a pho joint, and then there 
were the years when the building just 
stood there, abandoned. It’s a horrible 
place for a restaurant—in a stretch of 
Westminster that’s part industrial, part 
auto shops and lots, far away from the 
crowds of Little Saigon or even any 
people, period. But I’m confident its 
latest incarnation, as Usmania, will suc- 
ceed, and not just because good Paki- 
stani food in Orange County is as hard 
to find as an honest Republican. 

When | entered its well-kept, tiny 
dining room for the first time, | imme- 
diately recognized the owner. He used 
to work at Noorani Hala Tandoori in 
Garden Grove, one of the county's 
longest-running Pakistani places. He 
still has the same kind manners, same 
big glasses and same magnificent 
helmet of hair stolen from a late-1960s 
Robert Redford matinee. And his food 
still features those big, bold flavors that 
made dining at Noorani such a revela- 
tion. Best of all is the goat karahi, a 
swamp of raw ginger and jalapefo sliv- 
ers and whole onions cooked down into 
an oily stew that stains lips and fries 
tongues—electricity in a steaming plat- 
ter. | maintain that the world’s superior 
cultures eat goat, and eating this karahi 
reminds me why: the meat is tangy, soft, 
just a tad fatty and melts perfectly into 
the stew. Throw it on some rice, mix in 
tomato-heavy raita, and you'll forget 
saving some leftovers and just eat the 
resulting mound. 

The rest of Usmania’s menu is largely 
Pakistani, with a couple of northern 
Indian styles thrown in—tikka, tandoori, 
vindaloos—to entice non-Pakistanis. 
But stay with the Pakistani. Indulge in 
the paya, beef feet even spicier than 
the karahi. Dive into the nahari, spicier 
than the paya. Cool down with some 
mango juice, or end everything with 
the oversweet kheer, which will coat 
your stomach in much-needed sugars 
to fend off the spices. And as for the 
owner? He'll be there: on top of service, 
quiet and attentive, unassuming. When | 
asked him if he used to work at Noorani, 
he smiled, nodded his head, and went 
back into the kitchen to get the rest of 
my order. Greatness needs no words, 
only more ginger.

hris Sarkissian is best-known for 
( a chain of pizza joints called Pepz. 

Learning about his new venture 
with Medii Kitchen, we realize this 


wasn’t a cautious step forward, but more 
of a well-educated step back. 


Earliest food memory: 

My mother’s late-night, Lebanese-style 
feast of soujouk (Armenian dried sau- 
sage), grilled cheese (what we now call 
the Medii grilled cheese) and mamounia 
(a sweet, creamy Lebanese hot cereal). 
How did the jump from pizza to 
shawerma happen? 

Funny you ask that because the jump was 
from shawerma to pizza! My first restau- 
rant that I partnered in my late teens/ 
early 20s was a Middle Eastern restau- 
rant in Anaheim called Al Khayam. This 
is where I learned most of everything I 
know about this cuisine, working side 

by side with family—my mother and my 
aunt. In my mid-20s, I sold the business 
and started Pepz with my brother. After 
opening six restaurants and taking on the 
corporate role of a small chain, I decided 
I would get back to my roots and get 
back in the kitchen, challenging myself at 
Medii Kitchen. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

Believe it or not, Tony Roma’s original 
baby-back ribs. 

Your best recent food find: 

R&D Kitchen in Newport Beach and its 
French dip sandwich. 

What do you recommend for first-timers to 
Medii Kitchen? 

It’s hard for me to just pick one thing 
for people to try because I lost so much 
sleep putting this menu together. I think 
every dish or appetizer is amazing. For 
a first-timer, I would probably pick the 
chicken kebab. 

What is your beverage of choice? 

The Medii pomiinade, our own special 
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concoction. It’s a blend of pink lemonade 
and pomegranate juice—very refreshing. 
Chocolate milk is the runner-up: Nestlé 
Quik and some cold milk, and I’m set. 
Isn’t halloumi cheese difficult to melt for 
your grilled cheese? 
Absolutely! You are correct: It is difficult 
to melt, but I use this press that I found 
in my mother’s kitchen, which had been 
imported from the Middle East, called a 
suriyeh. This allows me to press the bread 
and not burn it and to raise the tem- 
perature to extreme heights to melt the 
cheese as if it were on a grill. 
One food you can’t live without: 
I love hamburgers. It’s my comfort 
food. So versatile. Yeah, I can’t give up 
my hamburgers. 
Where was your most recent meal? 
I just had some Thai food right before 
I started this questionnaire. I had some 
cashew beef, spicy Thai rice, garlic 
vegetable sauté and some delicious 
yellow curry. 
You mentioned being active in 
the community. 
I am extremely active in the community, 
both with my personal life and through 
my restaurants. I sit on a board for Ana- 
heim Business Cares with local busi- 
ness Officials. I fund-raise and donate 
monetarily to all local Pop Warners, 
Little Leagues, high schools and middle 
schools. I work actively to provide a com- 
munity hub for parents, children and fam- 
ilies to gather. I support local nonprofit 
organizations, and I have been named 
Humanitarian of the Year and recognized 
by the mayor of Anaheim on behalf of 
350,000 people for my selfless efforts as 
an entrepreneur and restauranteur. 
Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 
This is a difficult question for me to 
answer because I don’t find anything 
really strange to eat. Having been well- 
traveled and exposed to diverse cultures, 
I guess I have a different perspective on 
eats. That said, could it be the spleen, 
tongue or brain that my mother cooked as 
a child? Or the horse meat I ate in Italy, or

Panvimarn brings Buddha 
to Lakewood Village

4 4 | akewood Village” is the type 


of quaint, planned downtown 

area that was originally built 
for the soccer moms and AARP members 
living in suburban Long Beach, but its 
orthopedic-shoe store and secondhand- 
book shop have become surrounded over 
the years by amenities for the rest of 
us. More specifically, coffee shops and 
restaurants are available to satiate the 
hungry and caffeine-seeking students 
who often drift over from Long Beach 
City College, which sits a short distance 
down Carson. 

The Thai restaurant Panvimarn has the 
most visible location in this development, 
a corner unit facing two main streets 
that shines with the massive gilded cho- 
fah monument that bears down on the 
entrance. Nevertheless, I had never ven- 
tured inside until a friend last year sug- 
gested it as an easy meeting spot for him 
to grab an after-class bite. 

Purposefully placed textures of stone, 
metal, glass, water and wood bounce off 
the restaurant’s cavernous two-story 
interior to create a serene, spa-like atmo- 
sphere that I’m sure is the masterwork of 
some feng shui genius. Trickling waterfall 
fountains and Buddha statues calm the 
financial realization that this ain’t no Thai 
dive; for lunch, it’s hard to get out for less 
than $10. 

But that’s okay because the best- 
deal-in-the-house “café lunch” combos 


(served from 11 a.m. to 3:30 p.m., ranging 
from $8.50 to $9.95) are hearty plates of 
adventurous food, from salmon teriyaki 
and pineapple fried rice to Thai spaghetti 
with green curry, each served with a side 
of rice and a salad. Classic Thai dishes 
such as pad Thai and pad see ew are nota- 
bly absent from the lunch offerings, forc- 
ing those accustomed to ordering cheap, 
gabacho-friendly Thai delivery to explore 
the rest of the country’s cuisine. 

One of Panvimarn’s specialties is Thai 
barbecue, and the chicken-and-ribs 
combo is an easy place to start. Hunks 
of red-skinned chicken and beef—the 
ribs and drumstick still on the bone— 
are glazed with a teriyaki garlic sauce. 
On the side are a sweet-and-sour plum 
sauce with the consistency of maple 
syrup and a thinner, chile-filled fish oil, 
both great for dipping in or pouring over 
the grilled grub. 

Though advertised as “tender” and 
“succulent,” I have never found Pan- 
vimarn’s lunchtime ribs to be either. 
Instead, it’s the chicken that falls off the 
bone and melts on the tongue, leaving the 
ribs to be drenched in sauces so it tender- 
izes the flavorful meat enough to chew 
comfortably. Just don’t let the ribs go 
cold—unless you like beef jerky, that is. 

Another café lunch option is one cryp- 
tically called “Hot Stuff,” which after 
thoughts of backrooms and happy end- 
ings actually turns out to be a yummy gar- 
lic chili sauce that drenches veggies and 
the diner’s choice of meat. The prik-king 
spicy green beans are also worth eating, 
but even with protein added, the vegeta- 
ble-filled mound feels like a side dish. 

As cool as it is to have a self-containing 
meal on a plate, go family style for bigger 
groups. It’s how I originally came to love 
some of the restaurant’s more unconven- 
tional dishes (such as the kao aob pol-la- 
mai—a wok-fried rice loaded with raisins, 
dried cranberries and dried apricots that 
feels more Indian than Thai), and it ends 
up much cheaper in the end.

We’ve been doing this 
pizza for more than 12 years. We know 
other mom-and-pop chains are doing this 
style of pizza, but our customers know 
this belongs to us. 
Hardest lesson you’ve learned? 
I’ve learned many lessons in my life, 
mostly through trial and error. I’ve 
learned that there are no free rides and 
short cuts. You pay your dues. You reap 
what you sow. Hard knocks taught me 
many things about life.

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Tina Fey’s great, but 
Admission doesn’t 
have the marks

n actress in her thirties—that is, 
A a woman still playing characters 

of baby-making age—may have it 
even tougher than actresses in their for- 
ties and fifties. Unless she is exceedingly 
glamorous, a la Charlize Theron, she can 
all too easily get stranded in the land of 
mom roles. Hair twisted into a messy 
bun, she’s perennially grabbing her purse 
to whisk the kids off to soccer or dance; 
meanwhile, the dog has grabbed the meat 
off the counter—again! That onscreen 
image is a cartoon distillation of the 
trade-offs women make in real life. These 
movie women are exhausted, but they’re 
happy. As is often true in real life, chil- 
dren give movie moms a sense of mean- 
ing and purpose and, most important, an 
easily discernible role to play. 

Tina Fey’s character in Paul Weitz’s 
Admission doesn’t have that easily 
defined role; this not-quite-a-comedy 
presents her childless state as almost a 
tragedy. Fey is a killer comedic actress— 
she could probably start and stop a 
Rolex with nothing but brain waves. 

But even though she brings much more 
to the role than the movie asks of her, 
Admission doesn’t have the courage to 


suggest that a childless woman who’s 
doing work she loves just may have it 
all—or at least her all. 

Fey plays Princeton admissions offi- 
cer Portia Nathan, a character who 
admittedly doesn’t quite love her work, 
though she doesn’t know that yet. Her 
job doesn’t mean seeking out the most 
deserving students or even the best 
qualified; what’s crucial is finding the 
right mix of pedigreed stock (to keep the 
Princeton brand valuable) and appealing 
mongrels with high SAT scores (presum- 
ably to meet quotas). She believes the 
gig is fulfilling her, but it’s really just 
wearing her out. On top of that, she has 
a cozy but dull—and childless—life with 
her significant other, played by Michael 
Sheen, a whiskery, elfin academic who 
chuckles to himself as he reads the Can- 
terbury Tales prologue aloud in bed, in 
Middle English no less. (Sheen is scarily 
good at this.) 

What’s missing from Portia’s life? 
Might it be... a child? It doesn’t help 
that her S.O. runs off with an icy Woolf 
scholar—she’s regularly referred to as 
“that Woolf woman”—whom he’s impreg- 
nated (with twins). But here’s another 
thing that Portia doesn’t know yet: She 
might be mom material already. An old 
college classmate, John Pressman (Paul 
Rudd), the half-twinkly, half-insufferable 
principal of an alternative high school in 
the wilds of New Hampshire, has con- 
tacted her about one of his students, a 
weird but obviously brilliant kid named 
Jeremiah (played with the right elixir of 
gawky charm by Nat Wolff). Pressman

believes Jeremiah might have a shot at 
Princeton. He also drops the bobmb— 

and what follows constitutes a minor 
spoiler—that Jeremiah might be Portia’s 
son, the now-teenage version of the baby 
she gave up some 16 years ago. Once she 
begins to see—or just imagine—herself 
in him, Portia starts pulling Ivy League 
strings for Jeremiah, beyond what she’d 
do for any other student. 

It would be more than enough for 
Admission to tangle with the idea that 
this socially inept, economically disad- 
vantaged, extraordinarily bright kid is 
just what the Princeton student body 
needs—and what the admissions system 
guarantees Princeton is unlikely to get. 

The fact that Jeremiah may be Portia’s 
flesh and blood is supposed to intensify 
the story’s moral complications. But, 
really, what difference does it make? 
Wouldn’t Admission be more potent if 
the heroine took action on behalf of a 
kid in need who wasn’t her own? The 
movie flirts with the idea that Portia, 
simply by seeing a spark in him and 
fighting for his chance to get into a great 
school, has helped Jeremiah greatly 
by not being his mother. But it can’t 
shake the idea that actual parenting is 
the nobler effort. A contrast is built in: 
Rudd’s Pressman, a globetrotting do- 
gooder, has adopted a kid from Africa 
and faces his own problems as he strives 
to be a good parent. Even progressive, 
globally conscious people buy into every 
old notion of family and child-rearing, 
chiefly that it automatically makes you a 
better person. 


Admission does land a few punches. 
At one point, Portia cannily plays the 
“sisterhood is powerful” card with a con- 
niving, ambitious colleague, played with 
gloriously sinister undertones by Gloria 
Reuben; the idea, a subversive one, is 
that sisterhood is powerful, particularly 
when a sister has something to gain from 
it. Lily Tomlin and Wallace Shawn show 
up in amusing third-banana roles. And, 
as shot by Declan Quinn, the picture is 
handsome-looking—Princetonian, even. 

But Weitz, an openhearted director if 
not always a precise one, can’t bring him- 
self to whet the knives. Only Fey drills to 
the center of what Admission might have 
been—her performance has more layers 
of emotion than the picture does. 

Great comic actresses—such as Bar- 
bara Stanwyck or Barbra Streisand—can 
have a direct line to feelings we’d rather 
not air, or even acknowledge. Fey is on 
that track. Her Portia is both maddening 
and deeply sympathetic—there’s warmth 
behind her crispness, even if it’s not the 
fresh-baked-cookie kind. If Admission 
were sharper, it could be the ultimate 
Mother’s Day movie: a picture about a 
nonmother who cares deeply for the next 
generation, even when it hasn’t sprung 
directly from her own womb.

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wisdom and fearlessness of one who 
has trafficked with and learned to 
respect forces beyond most human 
comprehension. Both book and 

film celebrate spiritual practices 
that predate los conquistadors and 
Christianity, illuminating the ways 
that assimilation eroded cultural 
traditions while presenting the Latino 
community as a dynamic thread long 
woven into the American fabric. But 
Bless Me ultimately, and ironically, 
pulls up short because of its fealty 
to its source material—it attempts to 
shoehorn in all that the novel covers, 
which would take a miniseries to do 
justice. Some poetic moments under- 
score Franklin's talents but also hint 
at what the film might have been with 
more judicial shaping. The lead and 
supporting actors are largely fine. 
When young Antonio (Luke Ganalon), 
our narrator, eats lunch on his first 
day in a New Mexico school, he’s 
laughed out of class for unpacking 

a burrito. He flees outside to find a 
small group of boys slumped quietly 
against a wall, eating their similarly 
uncool meals. Volumes are said about 
class, assimilation, and the ways the 
assimilated sometimes shame and 
scar those who haven't shorn them- 
selves of ethnic or racial signifiers. 
There is pungency in this shorthand, 
in these sketches that are richly 
evocative without saying too much 
or giving too little. You can’t help but 
wish the movie had more of it. (PG-

OZ THE GREAT AND POWERFUL James 
Franco rivals his calamitous performance 
as Oscar host in Disney and director 
Sam Raimi’s gargantuan attempt to turn 
L. Frank Baum’s children’s novels—and 
one of the most beloved of all Hollywood 
movies—into a wellspring of fresh 
product tie-ins and theme-park rides. 

A wildly inventive, unpredictable actor 
when he wants to be, Franco is all wrong 
for the role of a huckster sideshow 
magician who finds himself somewhere 
over the rainbow, trying to convince the 
good people of a besieged kingdom that 
he’s their prophesied savior. Reading 

his lines with the sneering warble of 

the young Dennis Hopper and flashing 

a strained smile that’s more disturbing 
than dashing, Franco may be the least 
convincing flimflam man in movie history, 
more young Norman Bates than the man 
who would be Oz. He’s surrounded by a 


Day-Glo freak-out of special effects and 
two very resourceful actresses, Rachel 
Weisz and Michelle Williams, reduced to 
glowering at each other and unleashing 
bursts of electromagnetic fury from their 
fingertips. If only the movie could run 

off with Mila Kunis’s radiant Theodora, 

a nominal “good” witch whose pas- 
sions rage louder than most, who gives 
her heart too willingly and, who, when 
betrayed, turns positively green with jeal- 
ousy. She's by far the most dimensional 
being in this flaccid 3-D affair. (PG) Scott 
Foundas.

SPRING BREAKERS “All you need to 


make a movie is a girl and a gun” 
goes Jean-Luc Godard’s quip. Add to 
that a few more girls and their bikinis 
and you have the rough formula for 
Harmony Korine’s Spring Breakers, 
which looks like the most expensive 
Girls Gone Wild video ever made and 
feels like a grindhouse version of a 
1950s beach-party movie: Where the 
Boys Are Pimps and Gangstas. It's 
impossible to say where exploitation 
ends and deconstructionism begins. 
Four undergraduate friends—Brit, 
Faith, Candy and Cotty—are jonesing 
for a primal escape. In a casting

good-girl images ablaze. These 
Cinderellas dream of the Florida ball 
(or, given the lewd drawings we see 
two of them making in their history- 
class notebooks, balls), but a cash- 
flow problem threatens to leave them 
stranded on campus. So, they opt to 
hold up a local diner with squirt guns, 
ski masks and a Godardian resolve 

to transform life into cinema: “Just 
fuckin’ pretend it's a video game. Act 
like you're in a movie or something.” 
What follows is nothing if not bravura 
moviemaking—a robbery filmed in 
one continuous take from the p.o.v. of 
the getaway car as it circles the out- 
side of the building. As a corn-rowed, 
elaborately tattooed hip-hop star with 
a sideline in drug and arms dealing, 
James Franco a consistent aston- 
ishment.

amuel D. Hunter’s play The Whale 
S might as well be called The Wail. 

The sad sack of bitchers and 
moaners assembled in this tale would 
make a series of Facebook status updates 
seem optimistic. 

One guy is morbidly obese; another is 
a Mormon missionary suffering a crisis 
of faith. There’s a nurse whose bedside 
manner is hardly cordial, and then there’s 
a high-school senior who’s apparently 
channeling Cruella de Vil and Idi Amin. 
If this were a comedy, you could excuse 
the characters’ acerbity and garish 
angles. But while there are some funny 
moments, this is anything but a laugh- 
riot; it’s a quite-sincere, if quite-flawed, 
look at a 600-pound man counting off the 
Kentucky Fried Chicken drumsticks until 
his heart implodes. 

Hunter is the kind of young, emerging 
playwright South Coast Repertory (SCR) 
salivates over getting its well-honed 
machine hooks into; he’s bright, literate 
and passionate, and what he says, he says 
well. But based on The Whale, it’s not 
clear what he wants to say, other than it 
sucks being really fat. 

The play centers on the mass of flesh 
called Charlie (a stunningly effec- 
tive Matthew Arkin, decked out in a 
super-sized fat suit), an online writing 
instructor who has always tilted toward 
the heavy, but has ballooned in the 
years following his gay lover’s death. 
The sister of that lover, Liz (Blake 
Lindsley), is Charlie’s only friend and 
his kind-of nurse—even though she 
checks his vitals on every trip, she 
never shows up without some health- 
conscious entrée, such as a bucket of 
fried chicken or two meatball sand- 


wiches, extra cheese. Enable much? 
Meanwhile, Elder Thomas (an earnest 
Wyatt Fenner) is a young Mormon mis- 
sionary with a couple of bones rattling 
around in his closet; he is convinced 
that God has put him in Charlie’s path 
to show him the spiritual light. The 
problem is that’s the same church 
Charlie’s lover belonged to. Both he 
and Liz blame the Latter-day Saints for 
what led to the emotional deterioration 
of their lover and brother, who basi- 
cally starved himself to death. 


Hunter is bright, literate and 
passionate, and what he says, 
he says well. But based on 
The Whale, it’s not clear what 
he wants to Say, other than it 
sucks being really fat. 


Our fourth major character is Charlie’s 
daughter, whom he has hasn’t seen since 
leaving her mother when Ellie was 2. 
Understandably holding a grudge against 
her father, Ellie agrees to meet him when 
he finds out that she is failing her senior 
year. He strikes a deal with her: He’ll 
write her essays as long as she regularly 
visits him. So, while Elder Thomas is 
trying to save Charlie’s soul, Charlie is 
desperately trying to reconnect with his 
daughter, who apparently wants nothing 
to do with the pitiful wreck who ran out 
on her and her mother. 

While playwright Hunter absolutely 
nails the humanity of a man who has 
given up on life by gorging himself to 
death, there’s very little depth to the 
other characters, particularly Ellie 
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(played by Helen Sadler, and let’s hope 
she’s just playing the part of a caustic 
harridan ...). She is bitter, cold and a rav- 
ing bitch; she possesses no sympathy for 
her father and is not reticent about pro- 
claiming her disgust at him at every turn. 
That’s important in terms of the play’s 
dramatic arc—will they ever reconcile?— 
but it makes her time onstage discom- 
forting at best and unbearable at worse. 
It’s nice to see SCR co-founder Martin 
Benson back at the directing helm, but 
his inability to wring a real person out 

of Sadler’s portrayal is something The 
Whale just can’t overcome. 

That whale, as clever playwrights often 
like to do, works on multiple levels. Yes, 
it’s the leviathan named Charlie. But it’s 
also an allusion to two real whales that 
factor considerably into his psyche: Mel- 
ville’s Moby-Dick, particularly an essay 
that he champions as the best he’s ever 
read, and Jonah’s whale, which, unbe- 
knownst to him, had a major impact in his 
lover’s unraveling. 

The problem is those spiritual and emo- 
tional threads never seem to intertwine into a 
compelling dramatic narrative. To extend the 
nautical metaphor, this is a play that mainly 
sits at sea, its sails never fully expanding until 
the absolutely gripping final moments. As a 
portrait of aman floundering, of someone 
staring his own long-term suicide in the 
face, The Whale works. But Hunter never 
turns that personal capsizing into a real play. 
Everyone is so sad, or so angry, or so bitchy 
that a terminal disconnect is reached. No, we 
don’t have to like characters in a play, but we 
ought to care about them—what they want, 
what they’re trying to overcome, what makes 
them tick. With the exception of Charlie, 
that’s very hard to do with these characters. 
The result is a play that rarely rises to the 
stature of its colossal namesake.

ie ooks and films and television 
shows such as The Devil Wears 
Prada, Zoolander and Project Runway 
portray the fashion world as a shal- 
low, cold, bitchy place. But then you 
meet people like the gracious gals 

at Fashion Fighting Famine who use 
the industry as a conduit to create 
real, positive good in the world. With 
executive director Nida Chowdhry and 
adviser Asmaa Hassanein at the helm, 
the organization hosts an annual run- 
way show and market showcasing the 
talents of Muslim designers, with the 
proceeds benefitting various charities. 

Entering its sixth year, the event 
features volunteer models of all ages, 
body types and ethnicities showing off 
modest but fashion-forward looks. The 
organizers seek to redefine the stan- 
dard definition of beauty with their 
events by empowering the female 
entrepreneurs who design the cloth- 
ing as well as the women who wear 
them. Los Angeles-based line RAYAN 
was founded by two sisters and spe- 
cializes in retro-inspired, long-sleeved 
formal dresses. Abaya Addict, based 
in Chicago and Dubai, offer beautiful 
dresses, pants and jumpsuits in fes- 
tive prints and bold colors. SixteenR 
of Los Angeles shows off eclectic and 
artistically designed “headscarves 
that empower.” After the runway 
show and a live performance by 
Malaysian singer/songwriter Yuna 
Zarai, attendees are invited to shop 
the looks at a pop-up market, the 
“Shop for a Cause” bazaar. 

Finding fashionable yet feminine 
clothing is difficult for the Muslim 
women of Orange County, but every- 
thing for sale at the bazaar is halal. It’s 
a mutually beneficial cause: women 
can feel confident with their elegantly 
modest clothing while the proceeds go 
to charity. This year’s show will support 
New Star Family Center, a Hawthorne- 
based family assistance group that pro- 
vides resources for foster care families, 
adoptive parents and victims of domes- 
tic violence. In the past, Fashion Fight- 
ing Famine has benefitted One Laptop 
Per Child and the Widow's Cooperative 
Program in Mali. Looking good while 
doing good?

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Skanking Out of 
the Shadows 


GOGO!3 are no longer OC’s most underrated ska band 


T he first time I met the ska band 
GOGO13, they gave me free coco- 
nut ice cream. Actually, I didn’t 
feel all that special; the band, dressed as 
soda jerks in overalls and aprons, were 
giving everyone Longboard ice-cream 
bars in the Press Box parking lot while 
waiting to go onstage. 

“We just like to give away things for 
free,” says lead singer Parker Jacobs. “Peo- 
ple are always happier when we give them 
ice cream.” Sometimes, they give away 
boxes of breakfast cereal. “One of our 
songs is about cereal, and everyone uses it 
as a shaker,” Jacobs says. But Longboard 
uses GOGO13’s music for its commercials, 
so it’s a natural giveaway. “We’re not really 
good business people,” Jacobs mused. 

“People come to the shows because we 
do this stuff; otherwise, we could just hang 
out at our house and listen to the CDs 
really loud,” guitarist Johnny Beutler says. 

“Maybe it’s because our music can’t stand 
on its own merit!” Jacobs adds, laughing. 

GOGO13’s silly, pop-ska tunes are 
vehicles of happiness, with monster 
voices and toy instruments, sing-alongs 
and lessons for everyone. There are a lot 
of kid-friendly lyrics; “Es-Ploded,” “I Like 
It” and “Big Red Cup” are all variations 
on gustatory themes. “Everything comes 
from Parker’s crazy mind,” keyboardist 
Ryan Blake says. “We open it with a can 
opener, and nonsense comes out. He’s the 
genius behind it.”

The mystery for GOGO13, who formed 
in the early 1990s, is why they’re not 
more popular. Until 2013, they haven’t 
played in this century all that much. 
Their debut album (yes! Their first!), I 
Like It, was released just last year. 

GOGO13’s close ties with the Aquabats 
and Yo Gabba Gabba! make that lack 
of fame even more inexplicable. In the 
1990s, brothers Tyler and Parker Jacobs 
formed the original GOGO13 in Utah, 
naming the band after Japanese manga 
series Golgo 13. 

“We got a whole bunch of people 
together, and when my older brother 
Christian saw it, he said, ‘I could do 
that!” Parker Jacobs says. And that was 
the inspiration for Christian to form the 
legendary ska band the Aquabats. 

GOGO13 and the Aquabats not only 
shared the same DNA, but also songs, band 
members and resources. “I toured with the 
Aquabats as the Professor for many years,” 
Jacobs says. “I played villains, too, but I 
also helped with music, sang backup, man- 
aged the stage show, designed merch and 
ran the fan club.” 

Most important, the two bands shared 
a vision: the idea that as a band, they had 
to do something more entertaining than 
just play music. “We used to have our gui- 
tar player that would always die — we’d 
use blood capsules onstage,” Jacobs says. 

Today GOGO13’s lineup consists of 
Jacobs as the lead soda jerk, Beutler on 
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LILLEDESHAN BOSE 


guitar, Erin Ashley on saxophone, Paul 
Kloepfer on the drums, Blake on bass and 
keyboards, The Grik (née Garrick Har- 
grove) on bass, and Jared Scott on farfisa. 
And they’re looking at the band as more 
than a hobby. 

“It took 20 years to finally make an 
album, so we finally put it out, and we 
decided to finally tour,” Jacobs says. 

The impetus for both came from Jacobs’ 
recent divorce. But it’s not a coincidence 
that another family effort was the vehicle 
for GOGO13’s biggest hit. 

“Pick It Up,” a song about putting your 
toys away, is big with the 5-and-younger 
set, having been featured on Yo Gabba 
Gabba!, which was created by Christian. 
(Parker is the art director, and Tyler is the 
creative director.) “I guess the success of 
Yo Gabba Gabba! also got [the revitalized 
GOGO13] going,” Jacobs says. 

The songs on I Like It cover a 10-year 
expanse of GOGO13’s songwriting, and 
it was worth the wait, Beutler says. “We 
never really felt happy with anything [we 
recorded],” he says. “The Aquabats did 
a professional album, and for us to do 
demos in our garage ... the quality never 
made us happy. So then we waited for 
technology to catch up.” 

Playing random shows also means that 
fans are always eagerly awaiting perfor- 
mances, which most recently included 
a stint on the 2012 Warped tour and at 
the OC Music Awards. “Every time we 
play, we do well,” Jacobs says. “I think 
that’s because of the Aquabats’ success. 
We toured Warped Tour, and we didn’t 
have an album. That was the awesomest 
thing ever.”

Of Dudes 
and Men 


e has defeated ruthless tyrants and 

devastated armies. He has escaped 
from POW camps; handled every lethal 
weapon that can be slung over one’s 
back; piloted drones; outmaneuvered 
every killing machine on legs, wheels and 
tracks; and bombed cities. Now if he just 
had the fortitude to turn off the computer, 
instead of pretending to be a hero, he 
could be a hero. 

As long as he stays lost in fantasy (TV 
sports packages, pornography, celebrity, 
consumerism, bravado, cars, guitars, 
violence, prejudice), he will be oblivious to 
the tyrannical system closing in all around 
him. He's the kind of guy the globalists 
want in the world: oblivious, selfish, cyni- 
cal, hedonistic—a real man’s man. 

But that's not what they call 
one another. They call one another 
“dude” because dudes are perpetually 
young, adolescent, and dudes have an 
inner-juvenile delinquent who must be 
appeased because they believe all their 
desires are valid and must be fulfilled. 

My question is: Are you a dude, or are 
you a man? A man can defend himself 
and stand up for those who can’t. Aman 
doesn't prey on women and children. A 
man works.

A man doesn't sit passively by 
while his country, culture and economy 
are destroyed by a handful of sociopaths. 
Aman stands up to bullies but doesn't 
bully anyone. A man isn’t violent and hate- 
ful. A man only fights when he must. 

A dude fights all the time. He fights 
with his job, his boss, his girlfriend, his 
wife, his ex-wife, his kids, his parents, 
his ex-girlfriend, strangers, family—he 
loves to fight. It's not necessarily a fierce, 
pitched battle; it's more of an ongoing 
drama about injustices done to him that 
he recounts to other dudes—that's his 
battle. That's the myth of the dude. Dudes 
can hustle what they need by using 
people and by working and quitting and 
working again or selling various illegal 
substances; they can usually get by on 
fast food and beer and girlfriend/wife 
support until hostilities break out. 

Dudes think they are smart, and they 
think they have the game all figured out. 
They don't have a clue that they are 
the game. Are you a man, or are you a 
dude? This has been a message from the 
wake-up-before-it's-too-late emergency 
broadcasting system.

Niko Black 


Allensworth and others 
put together a benefit 
show for a friend in need

ost people came to know the name 
M Niko Black from when the cancer- 

stricken Mescalero Apache woman 
was controversially evicted from her fore- 
closed Garden Grove home late last year. 
The story of her wheelchair stand-off with 
sheriff’s deputies on the morning of Oct. 10 
and the ensuing, ongoing legal battle against 
Wells Fargo attracted media attention, 
including that of the Weekly (see my “Niko 
Black Won’t Surrender,” Dec. 6, 2012). 

But those who grew up with her know 
another side of Black. In better times, she 
was an active fixture in the Orange County 
and Long Beach music scenes. “She ran a 
spot called the Liquid Den,” says Allensworth 
front man Jamie Allensworth. “They had 
live bands seven nights a week. I think there 
were even times when musicians weren’t 
pulling in heads, and she would dip into her 
own funds to keep the scene alive.” 

In appreciation of a supporter of local 
music, it’s only fitting that Allensworth and 
others decided to put together a benefit 
concert for their friend at Costa Mesa’s 
Detroit Bar. Black’s fight in court continues, 
with pro-bono representation from Stephen 
R. Golden & Associates. But “it was brought 
to my attention early on that, financially, 
she wasn’t doing too well,” Allensworth 
says. “I’m not saying we can raise enough to 
buy her a house in which she can live com- 
fortably again, but we can definitely help 
her with medical needs right now.” 

Since being evicted, Black has bounced 
from place to place. In a move mired in 
controversy, she was effectively locked 
out of Grandma’s House of Hope, a local 
nonprofit that took her in but also counted 
the Wells Fargo Foundation among its 
key donors. After that, Black stayed for a 
month at a Motel 6 in Westminster, then 
moved to Buena Park’s notoriously seedy 
Crescent Motel. Her current whereabouts 
are being kept on the down-low. 

On the legal front, a new wrongful- 
foreclosure complaint has been filed, and 
the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development has agreed to investigate. The 
clearing out of her house was an extremely

contentious matter. “According to Wells 
Fargo,” a spokesperson for Goldman & 
Associates says, “the property was sold to a 
third party in January.” The sale was made 
despite pending litigation. 

“It hits home,” says Allensworth, who 
went to junior high and high school with 
Black. “The same house that she got 
evicted from, we partied at quite a bit 
with bands.” 

Even under such somberness, Allen- 
sworth promises a festive mood. “It’s going 
to be a celebration,” he says of the benefit. 
“Her tribe is going to come down and bless 
the night. We wish it was under different 
circumstances, obviously, but what better 
way to celebrate than raising money for a 
friend in need?” His funky, soulful septet 
will perform new material from Against 
the Grain, their sophomore album, which 
was released earlier this year. Allensworth 
is hoping Black will be well enough to join 
the band onstage. If she isn’t, show orga- 
nizers plan to prerecord a video message 
from the guest of honor.

As to exactly how she’s feeling these 
days, the news is not good. “I’m in such 
bad shape,” Black says, noting extremely 
high blood pressure, respiratory prob- 
lems and multiple trips to the emergency 
room. “My heart is quite literally, not 
figuratively, broken.” 

It helps that she has friends who 
haven’t left her side. Mitzi Wong Cris- 
tobal, Destiny Mollison and Sarah Barba 
were not only able to help put the benefit 
together with Allensworth, but they also 
convinced Black to allow them to proceed 
with the effort. Black is very blunt about 
her situation, saying she doesn’t believe 
she has very long to live, but she is beside 
herself with gratitude and love. 

And now the appreciation has turned 
into motivation. “I’m hellbound deter- 
mined to make it to the venue and play 
some fucking music,” she says, “even if I 
have to go to the ER afterward.”

E ast the kitschy Chuck Norris photos 
and vintage roller skates, to the left 
of the 5-foot, papier-maché sea monster, 
California Lions unleashed their first folky, 
surf-inspired songs. The location was the 
backroom of Seal Beach’s surf and kind- 
finds shop, Canvas, for the band’s late-Feb- 
ruary CD-release party for their self-titled, 
Kickstarter-funded EP. 

The stage, with its black-and-white 
surf-photo backdrop adorned with broken- 
off boards, was swell. Accompanied by a 
printed program to help the stories unfold, 
California Lions transported friends, family 
and fans via song on a journey to sleepy 
California surf spots. 

There were shout outs to Big Sur's Wil- 
low Creek, Santa Barbara and the Malibu 
pier, even some name-dropping. Barbara 
Streisand, Neil Diamond and Darby Crash 
got in on the gnar. 

But by the second set, the California 
Lions unveiled their new musical direc- 
tion, even though the crowd was barely 
acquainted with the newish band’s early 
stuff from 15 minutes ago. It was a bitter- 
sweet farewell with an elated ending. 

California Lions started as a side proj- 
ect in 2011 for New Fidelity front man Dan 
Perkins, who's also the owner of vegan 
guitar-strap company Couch, and New 
Fidelity’s producer Brad Gordon. The 
duo's supplemental songs didn’t fit New 
Fidelity’s mod, 1960s-influenced power 
pop, but were swooped up for TV shows 


such as MTV's Teen Mom and America’s 
Got Talent. 

Not long after, New Fidelity bassist 
Roberto Escobar joined—he also did time 
in the quirky indie-rock band Lo-Fi Cham- 
pion with Perkins a decade ago. Soon 
after, an early version of the Lions, with 
drummer Luis Renteria of Long Beach's 
Fathers & Suns and vocalist Justine 
Kragen of LA band Vermouth, played a 
show at the Prospector in Long Beach. 
The opening act, This Lake, were singer 
Carina Downing and drummer Alvaro 
Rodriguez, who both also played in local 
band the Clouds. 

Perkins had already heard Downing 
singing solo at the Long Beach Art Walk 
and was instantly smitten by her vocal 
timbre and pristine pitch. “Her voice is 
really soaring and beautiful,” Perkins says. 
“| noticed when she was playing out in the 
street, all kinds of people—hip kids, little 
kids, married couples, everyone—were 
stopping to hear her sing.” 

At the Prospector show, Escobar fell 
equally into adoration. “| loved her voice 
immediately,” Escobar says. When Justine 
departed for other commitments, Perkins 
recruited Downing. Not long after, New 
Fidelity fizzled. 

Gordon started playing shows with LA 
band That Dog and touring with additional 
acts. The sought-after multi-instrumentalist 
and producer's schedule got more cramped 
when he took on the soundtrack to the IFC 
animated series Out There, starring Fred 
Armisen and Megan Mullally. 

To fill out the band’s sound and lineup, the 
Lions looked to R. Scott Dibble, known for his 
old-school, soul-drenched Hammond organ- 
style chops on keys in New Fidelity, 00 Soul 
and Helmut Stein Experience. Once the Lions 
started booking more shows, Rodriguez 
replaced Renteria on sticks. Gordon still 
joins the band when his schedule allows. 

The band’s lineup wasn’t the only trans- 
formation. The California Lions’ sound 
evolved into a modern take on northern 
soul, fueled by Dibble’s harmonic percus- 
sion. Downing, a self-proclaimed “quiet” 
singer, rose to the challenge, calling up her 
inner girl-group diva to add a retro-cool 
vibe. “Singing with the volume and intensity 
of soul music makes you feel alive,” she 
says, thankful for a lung workout. 

California Lions added covers of the 
Contours, Brenda Holloway and Frank 
Wilson’s elusive northern-soul classic “Do | 
Love You,” which they debuted during their 
second set at Canvas to an amped crowd. 

Building on that momentum, the new 
horn section debuts when the band open 
for Costa Mesa soul rebels Suedehead 
on Friday at Alex's Bar in Long Beach. 

In June, the Lions are booked for Long 
Beach's Ink and Iron Festival, sharing a 
stage with Black Joe Lewis and Sharon 
Jones and the Dap Kings. 

California Lions are ready to roar. “It's 
rock & roll,” Perkins says, taking the band’s 
new direction in stride. “You've got to let 
loose. It's Saturday night always, if you're 
doing it right.”

DEAR READERS: I’m off this week. To tide 

all of your hot and/or kinky and/or sore asses 
over, here’s a column I wrote 15 years ago. Some 
newer readers might’ve missed this column 
when it originally appeared—those of you who 
were still in grade school, diapers or amniotic 
sacs back in 1998—so I’m rerunning it now 
because I still get questions about “gerbiling” on 
a daily basis. 


We were having a little office debate about 
“gerbiling.” How does it work? Do all gay 
men do this? Does Richard Gere? Does the 
animal get shoved up the anus with a toilet- 
paper roll only to suffocate seconds later? 
Is it the scratching or the act of killing an 
animal that gets people off? Why? Can't this 
cause serious damage? What gives? 

Curious Coworkers 


Every day, my mail contains at least three 
questions about “gerbiling.” In the eight years 
I’ve been writing this column, I have never 
addressed the gerbil issue, but now, this week 
and this week only, I am breaking my silence. 
Clip and save this column, for I will never dis- 
cuss gerbils again. Ahem. To begin, I would like 
to make a controversial statement: 

T have never had a gerbil in my ass. 

This statement is not controversial for the 
reasons one would hope: It isn’t controversial in 
the “Hey! That’s uncalled for!” sense, like, say, 

a woman at a dinner party announcing that she 
doesn’t have a hedgehog in her vagina. That would 
be uncalled for, because no one would suspect her 
of concealing a hedgehog. But being a gay man or 
Richard Gere in America means always having to 
reassure people that you don’t have a gerbil in your 
ass—at dinner parties, during family reunions, at 
funerals, on CNN, at passport control, wherever! 
For while gay men and, I assume, Richard Gere 
don’t put gerbils in their asses, not a day goes by 
that someone—usually a straight 13-year-old boy— 
doesn’t try to shove one in, figuratively speaking. 

Hundreds of thousands of men and women 
in this country, my fellow Americans, leave high 
school convinced that gay men put gerbils in their 
asses on a semiregular basis. Unlike our hypo- 
thetical dinner-party guest—the vaginal hedgehog 
stuffer—my denial of stuffing gerbils is necessi- 
tated by the accusation. If it were widely believed 
that women stuffed hedgehogs into their vaginas, 
then women would have to deny “hedgehogging.” 

Some background: Gerbil-stuffing is a sexual 
practice that straight teenage boys in general, 
and Howard Stern in particular, suspect gay men 
in general, and Richard Gere (who is not gay) in 
particular, of engaging in. It works like this: Hold 
a gerbil in your left hand. Using pliers with your 
right hand, rip off the gerbil’s lower jaw. With the 
blunt side of the pliers, knock out the teeth in its 
upper jaw. Pull all four of its legs off. Leave the tail. 
Set aside. Take a cardboard paper-towel roll, grease 
it up, and insert it into your rectum. Tie a string to 
the gerbil’s tail. Nudge the gerbil into the outside 
end of the paper-towel roll. If for no other reason 
than to get away from the person who knocked its 
teeth out, the gerbil leglessly scampers up the wet 
paper-towel roll. 

When the gerbil drops into the anal cavity, 
remove the wet paper-towel roll, leaving the 
string you’ve tied to the gerbil’s tail hanging out of 
your ass. The gerbil, now trapped inside your anal 
cavity, thrashes around, desperate for air. It is this 
thrashing that provides pleasurable sensations. 
Once the gerbil is dead, remove it by pulling on 
the string. Repeat. 

Okay, three things: 

1. The type of straight person who believes that 
gay men engage in “gerbiling” is likely to believe 
other gay stereotypes: We're all prissy little swishes, 
for instance, with clean apartments and extensive 
collections of original-Broadway-cast recordings.

Yet the same person who believes gay men are 
prim sissies also believes we’re capable of hold- 
ing a struggling rodent in one hand while ripping 
its lower jaw off with the other, and then tearing 
its legs off (think of the mess!) and stuffing it up 
our butts—hardly a prim pastime. This is known 
as cognitive dissonance: the holding of mutually 
exclusive beliefs. 

2. There is nothing intrinsically “gay” about ger- 
bil-stuffing. You don’t need two penises—you don’t 
actually need penises at all—or an original-Broad- 
way-cast recording. All you need is one doomed ger- 
bil and one willing butthole (and pliers, lube, tubes 
and string). Some straight people have a peculiar 
need to believe certain sex acts—usually disgusting 
ones—are practiced only by gay men, despite evi- 
dence to the contrary. Fisting, for instance. Straight 
people can and do fist. I have a file of heterosexual 
fisting photos, anal and vaginal, that I’ve pulled off 
the Internet; I keep them on my desktop to prove to 
family and friends that, yes indeed, straight people 
fist. This curious impulse to credit gay men with sex 
acts that anyone can perform extends to sex acts 
straight people themselves are the primary practi- 
tioners of. Child rape, for instance. 

3. Inserting a wet, cardboard, paper-towel roll 
into your ass is simply not possible, as anyone 
who’s ever put anything in their ass can tell you. 

Now I feel I can write with some authority that 
no one has ever actually stuffed a gerbil up their 
butt, perhaps with more authority than I can write 
that God and angels do not exist. I’ve had conversa- 
tions with hundreds of outrageously kinky people, 
gay and straight, who’ve told me the craziest shit: I 
once chatted for an hour with a guy who married 
his horse. (He was deeply offended when I asked if 
his horse was a he horse or a she horse. “I am not 
a homosexual,” the hetero horse-fucker informed 
me.) Both in my professional and personal life, thou- 
sands of guys have freely admitted to doing the most 
out-there, dangerous, risky, stupid, kinky stuff. But 
not once in all these years has anyone ever told me 
that he, or anyone he knows, or anyone anyone he 
knows knows, has ever put a gerbil in his ass. Like 
the doomed gerbils themselves, this story has no 
legs. It is an urban legend. 

But you don’t have to take my word for it: 

I have proof. If gay men and Richard Gere 
stuffed gerbils in their butts, well, then the pet 
stores that serve the gay and Richard Gere com- 
munities would stock gerbils, right? I mean, 
everything else that a perverse gay man needs 

is available in your average gay neighborhood, 
from poppers to butt plugs to bullwhips to sofa 
sectionals. So if we stuff gerbils up our butts, 
then pet stores in, say, California must do a bang- 
up gerbil business. 

But guess what? In San Francisco’s Castro neigh- 
borhood, gay ground zero, the pet store Petpourri, 
“where professionals answer your every question,” 
sells only pet supplies—no gerbils—and they don’t 
stock cardboard paper-towel tubes or pliers, either. 
Animal Farm in West Hollywood, also a very gay 
place, sells only dogs and cats (which wouldn’t fit 
up anyone’s butt, not even Richard Gere’s). And 
guess what I learned while looking into this? Not 
only do pet stores in California not sell gerbils, but 
it’s also illegal for them to do so. 

According to Marshall Meyers, an attorney 
at the Pet Industry Joint Advisory Council in 
Washington, D.C.: “California law prohibits the 
sale of gerbils because of desert conditions in 
that state. Gerbils were once a desert mammal, 
and the state was concerned that gerbils could 
escape and establish themselves in the wild. It 
is a form of animal control.” It’s not because gay 
men stick them in their asses? “No, it’s strictly an 
ecosystem issue.”
